of his dollars, not only as indicated by market reports, bat more particularly the shill and wisdom with which his 
dollars are expended: over the market prices he has little, if any, control, while the other is a

The dollar a man spends should buy its full measure of value; the dollar he saves should earn ite foil measure 


of interest. 


The dollar of today can buy no more than sixty-five cents ten years ago. In other words, had you placed a dol- 


lar in the savings bank t«n years ago and left it undisturbed, you would find upon drawing it out today and going 
to market that even with its imcrease in value, due to the workings of interest, it woul dbe no more effective in 
satisfying your wants than was the original sum. WMle it was growing in size, it was contracting in its power 
to buy.

We are apt to get the notion that thrift is merely the saving of money and judge a man's thrift by the nunT- 


ber of frequency of his visits to the savings bank, forgetting that thrift is just as much proved by the way a dollar 
is spent as by the number of dollars earned. Spending, is, perhaps a finer art than earning: for all can earn, but 
few can spend wisely. Given an equal income, some will live well and prosper while* others will run into debt. It 
is simply the knack of knowing how, and wheu, and where to buy, and-4iaving the cash to pay. Witness the very 
poor. They are proverbially thriftless, perhaps of necessity in a good many cases. Coal by the pail, meat by the 
tefl cents' worth, clothes and furniture on the installment plan—the most costly method. 


Granted that a man is thrifty and has a surplus at the week's end, what shall he do with it? Buy a lot in some 


deserted section—a dollar down and a dollar a week for fifty years? Listen to the lure of the get-rich-quick- 
scheme and buy a twenty per cent stock? Buy a house and stop paying rent and begin to worry? No none of 
these—yet. The pathway of thrift leads straight to the savings bank, for therein is profit and safety. '-The sav- 
ings bank, and the savings departments of other banks were instituted for the small saver. The fundameEtal pur- 
pose is to assemble the savings of the muses, invest them wisely and pay over a goodly share of the profits by way 
of iaterestdivideiids to the depositors. In such an insti tution be is on safe ground. He cannot as a role go wrong. 
It is the beginning of good things for every man who will get the habit and keep it up.

Enormous Amount Of Food. 


General Henry G. Sharpe, Commis- 


sary General of tho United States 
| Army, In a recent Interview gives the 
following as one day's subsistence for 
an army of five hundred thousand 
men: 
600,000 pounds of bread. 
100,000 pounds of sugar. 
262,500 pounds of bacon. 
37,500 pounds of desiccated vegeta- 


bles, potatoes and onions. 


40,000 pounds of coffee (roasted and 
ground). 


76,000 pounds of beans. 
60,000 pounds- of tomatoes. 
33,750 pounds of Jam. 
20,000 pounda of salt. 


1,250 
pounds of pepper. 


5,000 gallons of vinegar. 
Fresh or canned meat can be used 


whenever procurable, but It Is abso- 
lutely Impossible to supply the army 
with fresh vegetables unless they can 
be purchased near the^army camps. In 
transporting the above named articles 
fifty freight cars of 40,000 pounds ca- 
pacity would be required, or two hnn- 
dred and fourteen army wagons. Nat- 
urally, thej cost of transpurtatlun Is 
enormous. As an army advances sup- 
ply stations are located at different 
pojjpts, and these depots become more 
numerous as the bast of supplies gets 
farther into the enemy's country. Of 
course, the greatest care is exercised 
In the location of these t^es>ots, as they 
must be guarded from attack by the 
nemy. 


Xo More Hard Tack. 


In the old days the soldiers lived 


on a cracker known as "hard tack," 
but today his bread is baked In the 
field and is quite as good as the bread 
purchased at the average 
bakery. 
Every division of 20.000 men has a 
bakery of Its own set up in the Held. 
The bakeries'aro In charge of enlisted 
men who have learned -the trade of 
baking at the school for army cooks 
in Washington, and from sixty to sev- 
enty-five men are require-^ for each 
field bakery. Ths bread contains as 
little water as possible and Is baked 
in such a way that the entire surface 
of the loaf Is covered with cruat. This 
makes the bread solid and it can be 


Z-mcked away and kept fresh for twen- 
ty days. It is put up in sanitary paste- 
board boxes and sent to the different 
regiments of the division la automobile 
trucks or army wagons. The takers 
are also experts in the art of taking 
rolls and buns. The field ovens can be 
taken apart on an hour or two notice 
and stowed away In the army wagons 
ready to be set up at the next p-oSnt. 
Apart from Its usefulness the field.bak- 
ery is one of the most interesting 
sights of a big army camp, especially 
when the mixing is going on In the 
big trays in the tent set apart for this 
purpose. 
' 


How Food Is Purchased. * 


The supplies for feeding the army 


are purchased by the subsistence offi- 
cers usually alter inviting bids from 
different firms, or if the exigencies 
of the case require It these supplies 
aro purchased in open market from 
anybody who wishes to sell. They are 
Lhen sent to the main supply depots. 


Naturally the railroads play a great 
part in this department of war for the 
bass of supplies proper must depend 
on trains to transport the greater part 
of their stuff. This is the case in Mex- 
ico today where the base of supplies 
is at Vera Cruz. The foodstuffs are 
brought to this point by steamer and 
stored away in the warehouse set up 
for this purpose. 
Each day a train 


carries supplies from that point to 
Funston's men who are encamped be- 
yond the city. Should this line of com- 
munication be broken it can be readily 
understood what would be the result 
to our sodllers. 
Of course, some fpw 


things such as fresh vegetables are 
purchased from the Mexicans, who 
have little gardens -car Vera Cruz. 
It is the rule of the United States In 
feeding Its army to pay the inhabitants 
for whatever food they can secure and 
never to seize food without paying for 
It unless there are aggravating cir- 
cumstances to warrant such action. 


This fact, too, has caused no little sur- 
prise in Mexico aa both the Federals 
and Rebels have been used to looting 
the Inhabitants of whatever they de- 
sired. 
This naturally engendered 


hatred for the military, and when the 
supply was exhausted the residents 
ned and the army, having been cut off 
from their base of supplies, could get 
nothing in the towns and In many in- 
stances were on the verge of starva- 
tion. In case of war with Mexico the 
United States Government would pur- 
chase supplies In Mexico If they could 
be obtained, the price, of course, be- 
ing fixed by the subsistence officers. 


The troops must, of course, carry 


with them rations for several days, 
the wason trains following with more 
supplies each night. The weight of the 
food is an item, and for years food 
experts have been trying to devise 
some way of reducing tho bulk and 
weight of food for military purposes 
by drying out the food and making 
it into tablets, etc. Colonel Maude in 
his work on "Tha Evolution of Mod- 
ern Strategy" tells how he lived on 
rations of mixed vegetables and meat, 
the supply for eight days weighing 
only one pound. 
"A single mule," 


continues Colonel Maude, "could carry 
a day's rations for a war strength bat- 
talion or a single wagon loading up to 
two tons could transport thirty-two 
thousand rations, or enough for a 
cavalry division of two thousand sa- 
bres for nearly a fortnight." 
• 


During- the hikes made from time 


to time by the soldiers of the United 
States Army each man can carry his 
own dinner and supper If necessary. 
This is put up in a little tin box and 
consists of coffee, sugar, bread, bacon 
and salt, but It is doubtful whether 
this would be of very much-account In 
real war, and in. this event the army 
would likely be fed from the supplies 
brought In along the line of communi- 
cation. 


Pure Water An Asset

If tho 1 
slightest Impurity is found and none | 
better can be obtained all drinking " 
water is boiled, and the soldier who 
fails to avail himself of the use of the 
water wagon and drinks raw water la 
made to spend some time in the guard 
house and frequently goes to the hos- 
pital , as well. 
The typhoid inocula- 


tion has practically wipsd out typhoid 
fever ffrom the army, but intestinal )| 
troubles of various kinds may crop ! 
up as the results of bad water and I 
lack of sanitation, consequently a clean 
camp, like a clean city, makes healthy 
inhabitants. 
The average person Is 
greatly surprised at the cleanliness 
of jan American army camp, for 'an 
hour after meals not a x-estlge of gar- 
bage cans, be found, as it Is all burned 
directly after the men have finished. 
It is at this hour that the Mexican sol- 
dier comes, under a Hag of truce, to 
get the "cold scraps." 


The personnel of the Army Supply 


Department is divided Into threo parts 
—one for duty with the troops on the 
field; another to care for the line of: 
communication, and the third for serv- 
ice In the home territory. 
Each bat- 


talion has an officer whose duty It la 
to obtain food for his troops. 
For 


each regiment there is a Commissary 
Sergeant to assist the regimental Com- 
missary. Each brigade, division and 
army corps has an officer assigned as 
chief officer of that unit. • 


It was Charlemagne who first took 


up the idea of providing rations for 
His troops and obliging them to carry.; 
these rations with them—at least, 
enou-h food to last for a time. 
In 


those 
days, however, the 
modern 


methods of supplying an army were 
lacking and in the end the men had 
to forage for themselves. 
Hardships 


of camp and starvation during war 
have killed more men than bullets, 
and the United States Government has 
set about to see to it that such a fate 
shall not befall the men who fight 
under the Stars and Stripes.

them. 
An examination of' the bushes will 
be necessary to 
determine 
which 
needs treatment first, Ihe aphis or the 
mildew, for it will b,e useless to put 
on the sulphude and "wash It off with 
the kerosene emulsion. 
Remember, keep, careful watch of' 
potato vines for bugs and do not al- 
low them trj injure the foliage. 
To prevent blight on late potatoes 
spray with bordeau mixture 
every 
two weeks. If parin green or ar- 
senato of lead is used with .the bor- 
deau mixture the two purposes—kill- 
ing bugs and preventing blight—are 
served with one operation, and with 
the bordeaux mixed with the paris 
green there is less danger of injury 
to the leaves of the plant than where 
the paris green is miied with water

and sauted in butter. 
Cocoanut Cuitard—Beet five of six 
eggs slightly and add one-half cup of 
sugar and one-fourth teaspoonful ot 
salt; then pour on slowly four cups 
of scalded milk. Strain, add one-half 
cup of shreded cocoanut and turn 
into a slightly buttered mold. Set in 
pan, half surround with hot water 
and bake in a slow oven until firm. 
During the,' baking care must be 
taken that the water 
surrounding 
the mold does not reach the boiling 
point, or custard will whey. 
Chill 
and turn on a serving dish. 
Apricot Fritter*—^Strain a 'dozen 
bottled or tinned .apricots, put them 
in a flat dish and sprinkle with su- 
gar. Put the yolks of two eggs into 
a basin and mix them with two ta.- 
blespoonfuls of salad, oil.

box, therefore, rly«a., the best resulta 
when it Is'<filled-, to,..its capacity. ..It 
this if not pos»ible; other material 
•which holds heat well should be put 
u to fill the vacant space. Several 
ways of doing thin'will readily suggest 
iemaelves. For^ Instance, a smaller 
fettle containing; the TBofl may be 
jbicad In the large one that is partly 
llled with boiling water; or a number 
at, dlBhea may be put in' together.' 
Whan this is done, however, care must, 
be taken to arrange the combination 
•o that all may be cooked at the same 
time. If the box is opened to take 
out one, the others must be reheated. 
Still another thing to remember .is 
that in the fire'less cooker there is no 
chance for liquide to evaporate. Con- 
aequeritly not so much,liquid should 
be put in, as in ordinary cooking. 


To guide the housewife in her ex- 


periments with the cooking box the 
department 
of agriculture tested 


a newspaper-packed box by placing in 
t a kettle of boiling water at a tem- 
perature of 212 degrees Fahrenheit. 
After four hours this had fallen to 
172 degrees Fahrenheit, after eight 
lours to ,155 degrees Fahrenheit. 


The following recipes, too, ara prac- 


tical examples of what can be done: 


For making soup stock or broth 


with the cooking box, the soup bones 
should be well split up, or the soup 
meat should be cut into small pieces. 
Wash the meat, place it in the ket- 
tle, and cover with cold water. Bring 
o a boil on the stove and boil 15 min- 
utes. .Do this at night if the soup is 
to be used at noon -the next day. Place 
n the.cooker overnight. In the morn-
